Summary of Bets from the Far Enst. 


JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

The present (French) mail brings advices from this port to the 
9th January ; the French mail of Nov. 10 arrived out Jan. 1. The 
following summary of news is from the Japan Matl :— 

The Mikado paid his promised visit to Yokoska Arsenal on the 
1st January. He was attended by a number of his own immediate 
retainers and by several of his Ministers. There was in attend- 
ance a body guard, numbering about two hundred, dressed in 

udy uniforms, who performed the usual duties of such a corps 
in a tolerably systematic and organised manner. He inspected 
the various workshops, which were all in full working order, saw 
the practical use of the graving dock and patent slip, laid the 
foundation-stone for a second dock to be constructed, and after 
two nights’ sojourn at Yokoska returned to Yedo. As an official 
ceremony there was entirely wanting that majestic pomp and 
display which usually denotes the presence of royalty, and there 
was a complete absence of the humble and cringing form of show- 
ing respect which is customary, and was until lately obligatory in 

apan. 

About the Arsenal everything was as trim and in good order as 
it was possible to make it. Raised platforms were placed at every 
point from which a good view of the operations could be got. 
They were tastefully decorated with holly, and approacheu by 
paths laid with clean sawdust. The ponderous steam hammers 
and the elaborate machinery were put to their accustomed uses, 
and the capacious cupolas were filled with molten metal, which 
was run into moulds ingeniously made for the occasion ; onc 
mould representing in leviathan characters “Long live the 
Mikado ;” another being a monster Mikado’s crest. The pro- 
cesses of bending iron plates hot and cold, of riveting boilers, of 
drilling holes, of turning shafts, axles, and cylinders, of planing 
the surfaces of iron, steam saw mills, planing machines for wood, 
&c., were all exhibited in full working order. On the whole, the 
greatest credit is due to Mons. Verny and the other officials at 
the Arsenal for the ingenious and complete manner in which the 
exhibition was got up. 

On the night of the 25th Dec. two fires eccurred. The first com- 
menced ina tea-firing godown belonging to Messrs. D. Sassoon, Son 
and Co., and used by Messrs. Gilman and Co., and in this instance 
the fire was confined to the stone godown used for the tea-firing 
purposes, and little or no damage occurred except the destruction 
of the building. The second fire. of a more serious nature, broke 
out in a bowling saloon on lot 70, and destroyed the whole of that 
new row of buildings on lot 71, occupied by storekeepers and 
others. Another fire has taken place in the store of Mr, Hohn- 
holtz, which was totally destroyed. The American and steam fire 
engines were quickly on the spot and rendered good service in 
preventing the conflagration from spreading. es 

All the ex-Daimios are now in Fedo with their families, and 
easily obtain permission to go abroad with them—a vast change 
from the time when they were ordered to the capital and confined 
there. The attendance of the Shogun alone has been dispensed 
with for the present and he remains at Shidzuoks. 
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A special general meeting of the Chamber of Commerce has 
been held to receive the report of the special committee on the 
revision of the Treaties. The report was ordered to be printed 
and circulated, and the meeting adjourned for a fortnight, to per- 
mit of the full consideration of the report by the members of the 
Chamber. 

Two marines, belonging to H.M.S. Barrosa, have been charged 
before Consul Robertson with having qgused the death of W. A. 
Sanders, carpenter’s mate, on board the American steamer Alaska. 
It appeared that a dispute arose on the evening of Chrismas-day 
at a tavern in the lower part of the settlement, and one or both 
the marines struck the sajlor, who died shortly afterwards. The 
two men were committed for trial. 

The Fesana, Austrian frigate, Captain Funk, arrived on the 
30th Dec., and was saluted op coming into port by the various. 
men-of-war in harbour.

SHANGHAI. 

Dates extend to the 12th January ; the P. and 0. mail, with 

ondon advices to Nov. 17, arrived out Jan.6. We take the fal- 
lowing summary of news from the columns of the North China 
Herald :— 

A week since a foreigner intimated at the police-station that 
his servant had heard some boatmen talk of two foreigners havin: 
been seized while up country for having shot two Chinamen. 
native constable was sent out, and brought in the boatmen, who 
were forwarded to the British Acting-Consul. Their statement 
simply was, that when passing a foreign houseboat near Tanyang 
the servants on board told them their masters had been seized, 
bound, and taken to the city of Paong-yue. The country people 
also told them that two foreigners were seized for shooting Chi- 
nese. H.M.’s Consul applied to the Taoutai, who issued a de- 
spatch requesting the release of the men if they were really under 
detention, and a foreign constable proceeded with this to Pang-nue 
by one of the fast native despatch-boats. However, the report, 
we are glad to say, turned out to be quite without foundation. 
Sergeant Yeoman, with the native assistant who accompanied 
him to make inquiry, and obtain, by means of the Taoutai’s de- 
spatch, release of the persons alleged to have been seized, has 
returned, and reports that no Chinamen had been shot nor 
foreigners taken into custody. 

We stated last week the case of the death of a coolie, in a 
houseboat up-country, the desire of his relatives to make out 
that the man had died from violence, and the finding at the in- 
quest held by the Chihsien that death had occurred from natural 
causes. On the return of the houseboat the relatives of the de- 
ceased laid hands on the lowdah, and were taking him into the 
city, with the view of obtaining incriminating evidence against 
deccased’s master. The lowdah distinctly asserts that no 
violence was used to deceased at any time. The relatives still 
insist on their accusation, and are anxious to get the men 
from the houseboat into the city, where they might find 
means to make them alter the tale to suit their purpose. 

A junk has been sunk near the Kintoan beacon, and the mast 
is sticking some fifteen or twenty fect above water. We 
understand the mast will be removed as early as possible 
—and we hope the junk also. In the meantime steamers 
entering the Yangtsze complain that no mark is set on the wreck. 
It would be easy to place a ball on the top of the mast, to point 
it out more clearly by day ; and means should be taken to show 
a light on the spot by night—pending completion of the arduous 
preparations, and collection of the Tls. 100 worth of gunpowder 
necessary to blow up the wreck. 

4. small steamer has made a trial trip from Messrs. Farnham 
and Co.’s yard. Her hull and machinery were made in England, 
brought out in pieces and put together in Pootung. The little 
vessel made a satisfactory run, averaging nine knots. She is 275 
tons register, but has greater carrying capacity. She is named 
the Hanyang, is in the hands of Messrs. Morris, Lewis, and Co., 
and has just started on her first voyage up the Yangtsze. 

The Yangtsze is reported to be falling considerably. We hear 
that the Cheops got ashore near Silver Island, on her way down 
from Chinkeang, but got off again without injury and went on 
her voyage. 

We hear that some thieves have got underneath the Hongkew 
Wharf, cut a hole through the flooring of one of the godowns, and 
stole the contents of two bales of drills, leaving nothing but the 
outside packing. No trace of the goods has yet been discovered. 

A new local bank is in course of formation, but we have not 
yet seen the prospectus. The community appears to be keenly 
alive to the necessity of banking accommodation, and wo believe 
there is plenty of room for another local bank. We donot think 
it will have any damaging effect on our “first child,” the Hong 
Kong and Shanghai Banking Corporation, bit it may singe the 
wings of such banks as are overwhelmed with laws and bye-lawa, 
insti uctions, and counter-instructions, remonstrances and sugges- 
tions, until they know uot where they are. 

The Hooekes Wharf Company have purchased the adjoining 
property (Olyphant’s Wharf) and changed the title tothe Shanghai 
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and Honkew Wharf Company. The company will now have a 
very commodious water frontage, plenty of warehouse room, and 
be in a position to give rapid discharge to all vessels using their 
wharves. 

The Peking Gazette of the 30th November and 2nd December 
contains instructive ree with refrence to the floods in Chihli. 
Li reports that imperial donations and local subscriptions having 
alike failed to meet the necessities of the case, he begged the au- 
thorities of Kiangsu and Chekeang to collect subscriptions. The 
appeal was liberally responded to; large quantities of cotton 
garments, rice, and money were collected ; and Li asks that deco- 
rations may be given to the officials and gentry through whose 
efforts these supplies were raised. The Emperor approves, and 
showers honours on the principal local mandarins ; but we do not 
see anything about reward to the actual contributors. 

Our Tientsin correspondent writes that on the 18th Nov. the 
river was still open opposite the British Consulate; a short dis- 
tance below it was covered with loose ice floating down from the 
Peking branch of the river. Numbers of refugees from the 
flooded districts were dying of cold and want. 

The winter at Chefoo has been very quiet, and exceedingly 
cold. To the great delight of the community, the Nanzing ar- 
rived from Shanghai on New Year’s-eve, bringing two one one 
French, and one American mail. Nearly a month had elapsed since 
the last arrival from Shanghai. Two s shocks of earthquake 
were felt all over Chefoo lately—one on the 26th, and the other 
on the 30th December. 

A Newchwang correspondent writes on December 15th :—The 
river is full of ice, but we do not look for ita freezing over till the 
thermometer goes a few degrees below zero. The coldest yet this 
winter was 1 Meg. above zero (equal to 31 deg. frost). The 
weather is very fine, and one can ride during the day, although 
fur coat and cap are essential. Fair sales of manufactures have 
been made—Tls. 1.80 for 7 Ibs. Grey Shirtings, and Tls. 2 for 
8 lbs. 4 oz. Last year the latter were eagerly sought for at 
Tls. 2.60. Malwa is moving slowly ; quotation, Tls, 510 to 520 
nominal. Sycee is scarce. 

Fires seem to have been the prevalent excitement at Ningpo : 
our correspondent describes three within one week. Some Chinese 
soldiers have stabbed the foreign toll-keeper at the Bridge of 
Boats. The court held to inquire into the loss of the FuAls has 
exonerated the master from blame. The wreck of the vessel has 
been sold at auction for Tls. 155. 

We are glad to hear that a Volunteer Parade is likely to be 
called during the week. It is quite time. 

The Vews Letter states that the North Ohina Insurance Com- 
pany having with 1871 completed the three years to which each 
term of its operations is confined, has been reorganised for a new 
term, 1872-1874 inclusive, with some important modifications of 
its Deed of Settlement suggested by past experience as likely to 
promote its already remarkable prosperity. 

A naval ball has been given at the club by the officers of H.M.S. 
Juno and Curlew. The entertainment was a great success. Of 
200 invitations sent, 175 were accepted, which at such a time of 
social engagements; was itself a proof how thoroughly the kindly 
wishes of the gallant entertainers were appreci ted. 





HONG KONG. 
Advices by this mail extend to the 18th senuary 3 the P. and 
O. steamer Pekin, with the London mail of Dec. 1, arrived out 


Jan. 13. The following summary of the news is from the China 
Mail and Daily Press :— 

Considerable sensation has been created by the announcement 
thet Lum-Shing, the shroff of the police-court, had absconded 
with large sums of money. This worthy is believed now to be on 
his way to San Francisco in the Pacific Mail steamer, though a 
report is current to the effect that he is still in the colony settling 
up his affairs, and it might, therefore, be perhaps desirable to offer 
a, reward for his apprehension. He has made away with large 
sums belonging to some traders and to the unlucky Sikh 
policemen, who were induced to entrust him with their cash 
for a consideration of 24 per cent. The amount taken is 
variously estimated between $30,000 and $60,000. The exact 
sum of course can only be ascertained on going over his 
accounts. The amount which he held for the Sikh policemen 
was probably not less than $20,000, and it is said that there 
are other members of the police force who entrusted their 
savings to him. For several days before going away he feigned 
illness in the;Court, and after this stayed away on the plea of being 
to ill to attend to his duties. He left behind him a letter pur- 
porting to show the balance due to the Government to be about 
$180, and stating that there were employés in the Court who owed 
him sufficient to cover that sum. On a rough calculation this 
statement appeared to be correct, s0 that the Government will 
notlose much. On the news reaching the Sikhs a large number 
of them put down their arms, and declared themselves too ill for 
duty. Their statement was that the delinquent carried off no less 
than a total of about $30,000 belonging to them, but this is pro- 
bably considerably over the mark. Some, however, had deposited 
sums of $500, $600 and in some instances as much as $700. 
It seems that latterly the Sikhs had been pressing the shroff 
for their money, in view of: their approaching departure, and 
that this was the immediate cause of ,his gabsconding. It is 
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stated that he has mortgaged his property to a gentleman in the 
colony for $3,000, and had received the money. It is to be hoped 
that something may be done to reimburse at all events the un- 
lucky Sikh policemen. Probably it might be considered that this 
amount could be appropriately paid out of the special fund. This 
is the second shroff at the Magistracy that has absconded. We 
hear that telegrams have been sent to Shanghai, Japan, and San 
Francisco to stop the runaway on his arrival, and we believe a 
warrant has been issued for his apprehension. The shroff has a 
brother at Foochow at one of the Yamens there awaiting appoint- 
ment to a vacant magistracy, and he may have gone thither. 

An official notification has been issued announcing that the 
notorious gambling-licence system comes to an end on the 20th 
Jan. This is a result which we prophecied some time back, 
and little need now be said by way of comment. It will be inte- 
resting now (says the Mail) to mark the policy adopted by the 
Executive concerning the suppression of gambling; and this, 
together with the distribution of the fund accumulated from the 
licence fees, will form the last anxieties of Sir Richard MacDon- 
nell’s administration of the government of thig colony. 

We hear that the German Government is taking steps to re- 
organise its Consular staff in China and Japan by the gradual 

titution of paid officials for the merchant Consuls hitherto 
employed in most places. With this end in view Mr. V. Brand, 
the German Plenipotentiary for Japan, is bringing out with him 
® number of cadets, who, after having served the proper time as 
student interpreters, are eventually to be employed as Consuls 
for the German Empire in the different ports of China and Japan. 
Dr. Fooke, hitherto Chancellor of the German Consulate of Hong 
Kong, is to go to Yokohama as Vice-Consul. This may be regarded 
as the first step towards the establishment of German political 
influence in the Far East, and as such it is to be commended. 
. The Governor has instructed the Acting Attorney-General to 
draw up an ordinance with a view to suppressing the intolerable 
nuisance of street cries, stone-chipping, and wheel-barrow squeak 
ing, which nearly drive the community mad during the summer 
menths. The ordinance will be one of the most popular ever 
, and the colony will be lastingly indebted to Sir Richard 
Donnel and to the Hon. Mr. Hayllar if an effective measure 
be introduced. No doubt there will at first be some little diffi- 
eulty in enforcing provision of the kind ; but it may be worth 
while noticing that a measure of the same kind has been quite 
successful in Shanghai, where the natives are under their own 
authorities, who, however, at once issued the necessary notifications 
to put down ‘the calling out of coolies, and more recently the 
wheelbarrow nuisance, which was as bad there as it has been here. 

An interesting illustration of the use of Chinese police is given 
in the police reports. It appears that two of these valuable 
defenders of thepeace stood calmly by while a serious street'riot was 
going on—no doubt being thoroughly intimidated by the bullies 
who set it on foot, or rather by the secret organisations to which 
individuals of this kind in China usually belong. 

A meeting has been held of the Hong Kong, Canton and Macao 
Steam-boat Company. The Chairman, Mr. Deacon, in reply to 
some observations, explained that the insurance items were— 
Marine risk, $162,000, entailing a premium of $13,000 ; Fire risk, 
$225,000, with a premium of $10,250 ; making an annual pre- 
mium payable of $23,250. He would remind those present that moro 
than once the steamers had been nearly lost, one having been on 
the rocks for about twelve hours, and saved only by the skill and 

energy of the captain. It would, in his opinion, be a mistake to 
macur 80 great arisk. If they had twenty steamers it would be 
different ; as it was, it was very undesirable. Mr. Wicking put it 
that the marine risk was a mere nothing on the Canton River, and 
that during the typhoon season the steamers were laid up, and he 
brought orward a motion, as follows :—“ That it is not to the 
interest of the shareholders to continue the marine and fire in- 
surance at the present cost of nearly $24,000, considering that 
during the last five years the company has sustained no losses.”

Regarding the second head (the Mission) I would have 
all who remark onor take interest in missions first of all to take 
into consideration the wide sea of troubles, of difficulties, and 
of disappointments, the missionary has to contend with when 
working in these far off lands ; if these drawbacks be justly con- 
sidered, I believe the mission work in this country will be found 
equal to that of missions in other parts of the world ; and let us 
pape that the seed which is already sown may be sufficiently sound 
and prolific to ensure a plentiful harvest in the future. On Edu- 
cation, I would say, it is commenced and is advancing, not per- 
haps on a very extended scale, but yet on a sure basis. m- 
merce to my mind is the very life's blood of every country ; it is 
the all in all by which a country thrives, and without which s 
country would be nothing. On Agriculture, perhaps the less said 
the better ;I do not flatter myself when I say that I have tried 
my best to advance this branch, but have most signally failed, 
and am in consequence much disappointed, but I still enter- 
tain hopes that a time for its development is not far distant. 

I would now pass to another topic which is very pleasing to me, 
and I feel sure will be no less so to those around this table; itis 
the subject of the Borneo Company, Limited. We all know that 
this Company has been occupied in Sarawak for many years, that 
it has held fast and stuck to its work through the perils and 
dangers, the prosperity and adversity, which Sarawak has ex- 
perienced and encountered. It has shown a good example to other 
traders ; I feel that the backbone, the great supporter and upholder 
of this Company, has been principally found ina single individual, 
who has lately been taken from us, and it is my firm conviction, 
that it is by the untiring exertions and energies of such menas 
the late Mr. Robert Henderson that the great marts have been es- 
tablished.”

The people of Penang, if we may judge from the report of the 
meeting of their Chamber of Commerce and the general tone of 
the press there, are in one of those unhappy moods that lead them 
to perceive in every public work not carried out in that settlement, 
a special slight to themselves and an ignoring of their claims for 
consideration. Not a public work has been undertaken for 
some time past but an outcry has been made that Pe- 
nang gets no improvements, and that its wants are looked 
upon with stolid indifference by the Government. The 
building of our expensive Government House has apparently 
given Penang even more offence than it did the people of this 

lace, and they point to this as one of the “improvements” that 
have been bestowed upon Singapore to the detriment and at the 
expense of the other Settlements—although, according to the 
figures of the Auditor-General, those other Settlements do not 
appear to have contributed one cent towards it. It is with com- 
munities as with individuals,—continued indulgence in grumbling 
and ill-feeling begets an ill condition of mind. : 

The road repairs are not progressing very fast, nor very satis- 
factorily. The roads have for some years been wearing down, 
until they lay between banks of earth. These banks have now 
been cut away and the earth removed, so that entire streets 
are now fully a foot lower than they were in the first place. In 
the higher parts of the town this does not much matter, but in 
the low streets it makes a serious difference, as they are flooded 
during heavy rains. It is to be hoped the work will be pushed on 
a little faster. The road from Cayenagh Bridge along the Kspla- 
nade has occupied a couple of months and is not yet finished, and 
at this rate there is Jittle prospect of getting through the North 
division of the town this year. — 

From the Goverament Gazette we learn that the next criorinal 
session at Malacca will open on the 5th Feb. We are not aware 
whether the Chief Justice will preside, or whether he will te 
assisted by Sir William Hackett, Judge of Penang. At pon 
it seems doubtful if the Singapore session will be over by that

She 
had six feet of water in her hold, but while making for Victoria 
Harbour (Labuan) ran upon a reef to the north of Collier Bluff, 
and began to fill rapidly. Part of her cargo was got out and sold, 
and the wreck and remainder of cargo were subsequently sold at 
auction for $1,050. : 

News has been received from Rhio of the loss of the schooner 
Lucretia, belonging to @ Chinaman named Teng Yok, bound from 
Pontianak to Singapore. She was stranded on Puloh Kottoh on 
the 2nd January. A portion of her cargo, consisting of oil, 
gutta-percha, and rattans, has been landed at Gunong Kidjang.

reasonable. Extreme rates were paid for fine Ningchows, and Oopacks 
and Oanfas daring the first fortnight were too dear. We confirm what 
we wrote early in the season, that we consider that the crop has on the 
whole been an average one as to quality. The heavy losses sustained on 
some of the early shipments were not caysed so much by high prices 
paid here, as by the manner in which the teas were forced on the London 
market, where enormous quantities arrived simultaneously. Many mer- 
chants there were determined to sell on arrival, apparently regardless of 
the interests of their constitutents in China. This is, we think, proved 
by the great improvement that is now reported in prices, which in some 
classes is, we believe, 20 to 80 per cent. The exportifrom all China has 
undoubtedly been heavy, but it appears that the home deliveries have 
fully kept pace with it. 

SHANGHAI.—Black; A very mall business had been done, at 
former rates ; transactions had been chiefly in common Shongtams at 
Tis. 12 to 13, and Hohows at Tis. 16 to 19. There had been hardly 
any arrivals, and the stock was only 9,000 chests. Settlements for the 
week 3,500 chests.

IMPORTS. 

Yoxouama.—A better feeling existed in the market for Grey Shirt- 
ings, and reported transactions showed 8 slight improvement in the 
prices of all’ weights. Yarns had been quiet without any particular 
change in value; the demand for Black Velvets, Turkey Reds, and 
Alpacas had to a great extent subsided, but Cloth continued readily 
saleable at fully previous quotations :—Quotations for Grey Shirtings 
were—7 Ibs., $2.25 to 2.30; 8.4 to 8.6 lbs., $2.42} to 2.474 ; 9 Ibs., 
$2.80 to 2.85. 

SHANGHAI.—The business of the import market for piece goods had 
been pretty brisk for the time of year, and, though transactions had not 
been large, a feeling existed that, in spite of large stocks, prices will not 
be lower for Manufactured Goods. The business in Piece Goods during 
the week had been confined almost exclusively to Grey Cottons, and a 
lively demand, resulting in a general advance, had prevailed for all 
kinds.

GERMANY. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hampura, Feb. 20. 

The mania for establishing new joint-stock companies is raging in 
Germany as fiercely as ever, and it is wonderful to see what arun there 
is upon the shares, and how the public think nothing of paying ten or 
twenty per cent. premium to get them. Hamburg has not escaped the 
mania, though I am bound to admit that the companies formed here 
have, on the whole, more chance of success than those got up at Berlin 
and other parts of Germany. ‘The latest novelty in this article is the 
“Transatlantic Fire Insurance Company,” which, at a public meeting 
held in tha Exchange Rooms here last Saturday, declared itself duly 
‘* constituted.” The capital in this instance is only the moderate 
nominal amount of one million thalers, with a paid-up instalment of 
twenty percent. The following gentlemen were elected members of the 
Court of Adininistration: Consul Ad. Bauer, of Wandsbeck (of the firm of 
C. Bahre and G. Kinder, Batavia) ; Ed. Busing, of Bremen (of the firm of 
J.W. Bastian’s Sons, Bremen) ; Joseph Herzfeld, of Berlin (of the former 
firm of Hallgartep and Herzfeld, New York) ; G. Hesse, of Altona (of the 
firm of Hesse, Newman, and Co., Altona); Consul L, Kniffler, of Dussel- 
dorf (of the firm of L. Kniffler and Co., Yokohama); Ed. Krause (of 
the firm of Eduard Krause and Co., Hamburg) ; M. Meyersberg, 
Hamburg ; W. Nissen, of Hamburg (of the firm of Siemssen and Co., 
Hong Kong) ; fA. von Pein (of the firm of Haller, Sohle, and Co., 
Hamburg) ; Paul Pickenpack, Hamburg (of the firm of Pickenpack, 
Thies, and Co., Bangkok) ; Adolph Schroder, jun., of Bremen (of the firm 
of G. H. and C. Primavesi, Bremen) ; and H. Vaupel (of the firm of 
Deichmann and vomm Rath, Amsterdam). Messrs. H. Dreyer, C. 
Karuth, and Ad. Koch were elected auditors, and Herr W. Jacobsen, 
formerly of Batavia, is appointed managing director, with power to sign 
policies of insurance. From the foregoing list it will be seen that the 
greatcr part of the directors are largely connected with foreign trade, 
and therefure have it in their power to bring much business to the in- 
stitution, 

Another company of a very different nature, and for a very different 
object, is now in course of formation—not here, but at Berlin; and 
though the prospectus has not yet been issued, I am enabled from a 
private source to inform your readers of the principal features of the 
scheme, which, if carrieti out, may have a serious effect on the trade of 
Hamburg. A railway is to be constracted from Harburg, on the 
opposite bank of the Elbe, through Stade, down to Cuxhaven, where 
magnificent quays, docks, and everything else appertaining to a first- 
rate harbour are to be constructed, and thus make it the principal com- 
mercial port of Germany on the North Sea. A branch railway is to be 
constructed to Geestemunde, at the mouth of the Weser, so as to 
admit the merchants of Bremen to participate in the advantages 
offered to commerce. And, to crown’the whole, ten of the fastest steamers 
are to be built and have daily communication with Harwich for goods 
and passengers, as weil as mails, which will then be forwarded by the 
Great Eastern Railway system to their destination. Tho company isto 
start with a capital of twenty millions of dollars, of which thirteen are to 
be spent for railways, five millions fur the harbour works at Cuxhaven, 
and two millions for the cost of the ten fast steamers. Great stress is laid 
on the alleged fact that every winter from 500 to 700 sea-going vessele 
put into Cuxhaven, as a port of refuge, and overcrowd the harbour, 
waiting there till the Elbe is free of ice, and they are able to proceed up 
to Hamburg or Altona. I may add that I have seen the rough 
sketch of the proposed prospectus, in which a calculation of the opé- 
rations of the undertaking is ventilated. It is based on the foreign 
trade of Hainburg, amounting annually to eighty millions of centners— 
all of which they expect to get—which will ensure their sending off 
twenty heavily-Ivaded full trains of thirty waggons each daily from each 
end ; these goods to be shipped or ianded with incredible speed to and 
from the interior of Germany, Hamburg being totally ignored, left out 
in tho cold, and commercially ruined. The large transatlantic steamers 
and sailing ships that carry the great bulk of the goods will, “ of course,” 
prefer the convenicuce of loading ant discharging their cargoes at Cux- 
haven to risking the dangers and deiays of the river navigation up to 
this city. It ie manifestly too early to point out the absurdity and igno- 
rance of the promoters of this wild scheme till we have something 
tangible to refuto; but it may be consoling to your readers in the 
Far East who are in any way connected with Hamburg, to show 
that there are many unconquerablo difficulties in the way of real- 
ising the project, to only iwo of which IL will call their attention 
to-day. The first is that Cuxhaven, with the surrounding country 
at the mouth of the Elbe, belungs exclusively to the State of 
Hamburg, und however desirable it may be to improve and enlarge the 
accommodation for ships as a port of refuge, nothing can be done withs 
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out the joint consent of the Senate and Burgerschaft of this Free Han- 
static Republic, with whom the Berlin capitalists will find it rather 
dificult to deal. And secondly, I may observe that it is not at the 
option of a skipper to discharge his cargo at Cuxhaven if his charter- 
party or bills of lading bind him to proceed up to Hamburg; and that 
as by far the greater part of the ships are owned here, and the cargoes, 
both inwards and outwards, are the property of Hamburg and Altona 
merchants who are not likely to patronise the scheme unless they cau 
pee clearly that it is for their own interests, It is quite obvious that a 
deal of wator will ran into the sea before the project can be brought into 
tion. 3 
It appears by the latest accounts from Berlin, that the new Currency 


Bill is postponed till next year, as it has been found impossible at pre- 
sent to come to a definite conclusion as to whether the thaler piece 
shall be retained or not. It is considered by the supporters of the purel} 
gold system to be a favourable feature that the shipments of silver to 
China have again recommenced, which fact accounts for the present 
high value of that metal in the London market. 

A local paper of this city—the Reform—states that an agent of the 
Chinese Government {fs now here for the purpose of engaging tcle- 
graphists for employment on the new lines about to be erected in the 
interior of that country. They are required to have some knowledge of 
the English language, and if possible, to know how to repair and put 
up new wires, The terms offered are very liberal, consisting of $120 
per thonth pay, and a free passage out to their destination ; but on the 
other hand they must bind themselves for ten years’ service, whilst 
those engaged for the railways and telegraphs in Japan are only bound 
for six years, and those on the Danish, Russian, and Indian lines only 
for five years, 

From Copenhagen we learn the fotmation of an Asiatic Steam Com- 
pany for the purchase of a couple of iron screw steamers to be employed 
fegalarly in the coasting carrying trade in China, Japen, and India. 
They are to have engines of 120-horse power, draw not more than fif- 
teen feet of water, and have a speed of nine miles per hour, At first it 
was thought such a vessel would cost not more than 180,000 rixdollars ; 
but in consequence of the late advance in the price of iron and skilled 
Jabour the directors are authorised to go as far as 200,000 rixdollars. 

At the last sitting of the Court of Administration of the Transatlantic 
Steam Company of this city, Herr Johannes Mooyer was appointed 
director-general of the company, a selettion that appears to have 
given general satisfaction on change, and is duly appreciated by the 
press of this city. 

COMMERCIAL. 

The Tea Market has been animated and firm, but there is no alteration 
to notice in the quotations. About 1,200 chests of Congou and Souchong 
were sold ex warehouse for consumption, and the following parcels for 
delivery on arrival :—1,017/4 and 769/16 chests of Congou, 175/8 and 
326/16 do. of Souchong, all per Ino from Foochow; 500/4 chests of 
Congou per Avon from Shanghai; and 10/4 and 195/38 chests of 
Congou, and 158/8 do. Souchong per Falke from Foochow. 
Rice is rather calm, the dealings being confined to the exe- 
cution of small orders at previous rates. Cassia Lignea is 
much recovered since the late fall, in consequence of the large 
forced sales, and is now in good demand at 10% sch. bco. 
Flores no alteration to report; price steady at 16$ sch. bco. At public 
sale 41 chests of China Galls found buyers at 43 10 433 marks bco. per 
centner. There is a decided improvement in the demand for Pepper, 
and a alight advance is the result, 7 sch. beo. having been paid for Sin- 
ree and 64 sch. bco. for Penang. No transactions in Spelter ;

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RorrerpaM, Feb. 21. 


The members of the Second Chamber of the States General met yes- 
terday. The dulness in politics which has prevailed during the recess 
will end now, and the papers will have something else tu do than to 
ettibble about Mr. Haffmans, a canton judge, who was relieved of 
his duties some weeks ago against his wish. This gentleman, being a 
M.P., and belonging to the Ultramontane section of the Opposition, en- 
deavours to make party capital out of the matter, but I do not thiak he 
will meet with any suceess. His letters, which have appeared day after 
day in the papers, tended only to amuse the public, and will now give 
place to matters of greater importance. 

‘The King’s birthday on the 19th inst. was observed with more than 
the usual celebration, especially in the Hague. This town was also 
illuminated with much splendour. As usual, his Majesty conferred de- 
eorations on several gentlemen, amongst others Mr. F. Kroes, ex-Consul 
at Shanghai, waa named officcr of the ‘Crown of Oaks.” ‘The knight- 
hood of the Order of the Netheriands Lion was conferred on Mr. A. J. 
Bauduin, Consul ut Hiogo and Osaka; on Mr. H. D. Levyssohn Nor 
man, Director of the Inland Administration in Java; and on the general- 
Mhujor of the East India Army, G. M. Verspyck. It has created some 
astonishment that the ex-Minister of the War Department, Mr. A. En- 
gelvaart, was not honoured on this occasion, not, perhaps, us a reward 
for his good services, but a3.a personal mark of distinction. He may 
eonsole himself, however, with his appointment as Governor of the 
Military Academy. Before entering the Cabinet he held this post, and 
when he was appointed Minister le was sly enough to leave the office 
vacant. : 

I was much astonished by the letter of “ Fair Play’ which appeared 
in your columns, about the protest signed by some of the Rotterdam 
underwritets against the appointment of Captain Oort to the command 
of the steamer Conrad. The Rottercam underwriters have not been 
‘aided by “ hearsay,” but they have founded their motives on the offi- 
Gal teport of the committee appointed to inquire into the loss of the 
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Willem IT. An unskilful advocate, in most instances, makes thing 
worse they they were, and the way in which “ Fair Play” uudortook to 
say something In favour of Mr. Oort has put everybody here on the 
scent that there must be something wrong. The least said about the 
matter the better. The Nederland Company maintains Mr. Oort’s re- 
putation in the best way they can by placing him in charge of the 
Conrad, and this renders all further comment wholly unnecessary. 

I regret having to record the death of Mr. J. K. Caron van Goltstein, 
member of the First Chamber. He was a statesman who was esteemed 
by Conservatives as well as by Liberals. He was for a long time mem- 
Ne the Second Chamber, and once held the portfolio of Foreign 

airs, 

The fine and mild weather which has prevailed here fot some time 
past has been followed by snow and light frost, which seems, however, 
not to have exercised any prejudicial effect upon the growing crops. 

The West India Mail brought us some better news from Curacao. 
The fear of a revolution had somewhat subsided. 





MISSIONARIES IN CHINA. 
Tue following extracts from the Blue-book referring to 
Missionaries in China, to which allusion was ‘made in our 
last issue, will, we have no doubt, be of interest to our

No. 1. 
Lord Granville to Lord Lyons. 
( Extract.) Foreign-office, June 27, 1871. 

In an interview which I yesterday had with the French Chargé 
d’ Affaires, he spoke about the questious pending with the Chinese Go- 
vernment, and expressed a wish to kaow what were the opinions of Her 
Majesty’s Government with regard to the late Chinese Circular respect- 
ing missionarics. 

M. Gavard told me that, just as the United States had done, tlie 
French Government took great exception to that Circular, and .that the 
pretensions put forward in it were inadmissible. He said that he feared 
from the conversation he had had with Mr. Hammond, that we tovk a 
favourable view of it. : 

I told M. Gavard that I could not pretend to think that the conduct 
of the French missionaries, stimulated by the highest and most laudab le 
object, had been prudent in tho interest of Christianity itself, and that 
the support which had been given by tie representatives of France to 
their pretensions was dangerous to the future relations of Europe with 
China ; that I had always frankly communicated to the Government of 
France all the information I reccived from China on this subject; and 
that I certainly trusted that the French Government would consider 
what was to be done with calmness aud moderation, and only after com- 
munication with other Governments ; that I should be ready to go into 
the question of the Circular, as soon as he was able to tell me what were 
the views of his Government. 

M. Gavard assented to the principle which I had laid down; but he 
denicd that the facts justified the accusations. If they did 60, the 
French Government would be the first to condemn them. 

I asked M. Gavard whether he knew what had passed between his 
Government and the Chinese Envoy ; but he said that he had received 
no information on the point.

My Lorp,—On the 27th ultimo I informed your Excellency of what 
had passed at an interview which I had on the previous day with the 
French Chargé d’Affaires on the questions pending with the Chinese 
Government, and particularly with reference to the Chinese Circular 
respecting missionaries. 

M. Gavard called upon me again yesterday, when the same subject 
was touched upon. I observed to him that it was unnecessary to repeat 
what J had said on the previous occasion as to the importance which 
Her Majesty’s Government attached to the French Government 
restraining their missionaries from doing things which, on account of 
the important objects which they lad in view, appeared justifiable, but 
which seriously endangered the relations of European Powers with 
China. But I said there were objectionable detuils in the Circular, 
and that I should be ready to communicate to him the views of [Ler 
Majesty's Government respecting the different Articles, if he received 
instructions from his Government to communicate theirs.—I am, &e.,

TI have tae honour to forward your Lordship translations of a note or 
Memorandum addressed by the T’sung-li Yamen, in the first instance, 
to all foreign Representatives resident in Peking, and subsequently to 
those of all foreign Treaty Powers, of eight propositions appended to 
the Memorandum, and of a note addressed by the Minister Wensiang 
to Sir R. Alcock shortly before he left Peking in 1869. 

The last was doubtless submitted by Sir R. Alcock to Lord Clarendon; 
but as I have been unable to find a translation of it in the archives, and 
as the Minister Wensiang has again drawn attention to it, I have had a 
fresh translation of it made. 

The note or memorandum is, in the main, an expansion of the note to 
Sir R. Alcock. 

Admitting that, so far as trade is concerned, the Treaties work well 
enough, the writer complains that their provisions fail entirely in the 
regulation of the missionary question; and that, through the unsatis- 
factory position of this, the whole question of foreign relations is affected. 

The promiscuous enlistment of evil men as well as good by the Romish 
missionaries, and their advocacy of the claims advanced by these ill- 
conditioned converts, has made Romanism most unpopular; and the 
people at large do not distinguish between Romanist and Protestant, 
nor between foreigner and foreigner; not that Government has made 

_ no effort to instruct the people, but China is a large Empire. 

The growing feeling against propagandism had long rendered the 
Government anxious before the Tientsin massacre, and now, although 
mandarins have been exiled, criminals executed, indemnities paid, 
Government still continues anxious, feeling that, if there are to be more 
such outhreaks, recurrence to such measures will be in each instance 
more difficult. How then about the future ? 

First, as to the past. The high officers both of China and of foreign 
countries have been sadly to blame for a hand-to-mouth policy in deal- 
ing with the missionary question. Foreigners ask and China concedes 
what will make things ‘smooth for the moment. Foreigners also ask 
whatis impracticable in order to place China in an impasse. The Chinese 
Government would have the missionaries all brought under the same 
control, as in other countries, amenable to the laws of the land, restrained 
from undue assumption of status and authority, and from acts that pro- 
duce scandal (see Article 2). There should be no mystery in what they 
do (this refers to the Orphelinats), and their conduct should in all re- 
spects conform to the doctrine they teach. 

At present they constitute in China animperium tn imperio ; and it 
is to be apprehended that their followers, seeing how the Tientsin mas- 
sacre has been punished, will presume more than heretofore, and that of 
this will come an uprising of the people beyond the power of Govern- 
ment to control. The responsibility of Foreign Governments will be 
great if they do not join China in devising precautionary measures. 

This is the sum of the note. Appended to it is a Memorandum con- 
taining eight Articles, in which are set forth various griefs, each article 
being supplemented by a note purporting to supply evidence in support of 
the charge preferred. : 

Article 1 recommends the entire}suppression of the foreign Orphelinats ; 
if this be impossible, the exclusion of all but Christian children ; in any 
case registration of the children, and free admission of their friends. The 
present secrecy of proceedings in the asylums provokes suspicion. The 
common people still believe in the removal of the childrens’ hearts and 
eyes. These Orphelinats besides are really not wanted, for similar 
asylums abound in China. 

Article 2 protests against the appearance of women in the same chapels 
as the men, and against the employment of female missionaries. 

Article 3 aseails the missionaries’ independence of the laws, their as- 
sumption of power and position, their oppression of the people not 
ues their abuse of Confucianism, by which they exasperate the 

ple. 
It complains equally of the assumption of independence by the 
Christian congregations, their refusal to render certain service as sub- 
jects of the Empire, to pay revenue to Government, to pay rents to in- 
dividuals, In all such refusals they are supported by their missionaries, 
who interfere in suits before the Courts, Betrothals also are repudiated 
by Christians, and their alienation of property produces family feuds. 

Articles 4 complains of the demands made for indemnity over and 
above the punishment of offenders, while Christians offending are 
withheld from justice by missionaries. Missionaries so offending should 
be required to undergo the same punishment as the offender, otherwise 
to leave the country. (See the note following this Article. ) 

Article 5 would regulate the use of their passports by the missionaries, 
prevent their transfer, and limit the area of the holder’s movements, 
the penalty of disobedience being deportation. 

Article 6 condemns the reception as converts of men whose characters 
cannot be guaranteed. Bad Christians should be expelled, and a return 
of all Christians should be periodically made. 

In the note to this Article some instances are given of the admission 
of rebel leaders and other disreputable people into the Church, and of 
their subsequent lawless conduct, in one case quoted, apparently under 
missionary protection. 

Article 7 denounces the abrogation by missionaries of official attribu- 
tions in intercourse and correspondence. They should accept, it urges, 
the status of Chinese literati in both. Cases are cited in the note of 
their assuming the use of seals, or titles, or forms of correspondence to 
which they had no right. 

Article 8 and last deals with the restitution of property formerly 
belonging to Christians (and now claimed by the Church under Article 
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VI. of the Convention of 1860), Buildings are demanded back without 
reference to popular sympathies or prejudices; some that have passed 
through many hands since the Christians, the original proprietors, sold 
them ; some that their purchasers have greatly improved. The mis- 
sionaries will pay nothing, but, on the other hand, when a house they 
claim is in ruins, they seek to exact money for the repair of it. 

Had it not been for the strong resemblance between the note ad- 
dressed to Sir Rutherford Alcock and the memorandum now under 
review, I should . have been disposed to regard the latter, to a certain 
extent, in the light of a defensive document, put forward in d 
of any further demands that might be made on the score of the Tientsin 
Massacre. This is, to a certain extent, its aim, but not, I am satisfied. 
its only aim. It is intended to be an exposé of a state of thin gs that is 
sorely irritating the educated class who govern China, and an appeal to 
Foreign Governments to unite in effecting some arrangements by which 
the causes that provoke this irritation may be controlled. 

The papers, especially thesupplement, are very badly put together. They 
contain some statements which will be easily contradicted and some im - 
putations which cannot be sustained ; but taken with the matter of many 
a long conversation on the same subject, to which I have listened in the 
last eight years, they strengthen my conviction that, to secure the mis- 
sionary against the hostility of the lettered class, one of two courses 
must be pursued,—either the missionary must be supported, out and oat, 
by the sword of the protecting Powers, or he must be placed by the pro- 
tecting Powers under restrictions which, whilst leaving him always as 
much latitude of action as, if simply intent on Christianizing China, he 
is justified in desiring, will yet enable the Chinese Government to declare 
to those whose conservatism chafes at the present pretensions of the 
missionary, that he, the missionary, is not authorised by the Power pro- 
tecting him to put forward the pretensions objected to. 

That the appeal of the Yamén is feebly drawn up I have already ad- 
mitted, and I cannot say much for its candour. Its incompleteness, in 
my eyes, will be seen from the rejoinder I have drafted to the Grand 
Secretary Wén Siang, copy of which I enclose. In this I am obliged 
to impugn the correctness of some of his information, and especially to 
reject as insufficient the explanation of the Tientsin massacre. 

The passage, to my taste, the most offensive in the whole paper is 
that io which credit is taken for the decision of that case as satisfactory, 
so much too satisfactory that Christians may be emboldened by it to 
go greater lengths than heretofore. 

The papers when first circulated appeared to the French exceedingly 
aggressive. I am not a convert to this view. The Chinese keep back, 
as might be expected of them, all reference to the barbarous "persecution 
of converts and missionaries in various places, if not at the instigation 
of the mandarins, at any rate with their full knowledge of what was 
passing, and they have scanty data for some of their charges of mission- 
ary intervention and pretentiousness. But I do not believe that this 
appeal is an excuse for some blow that they know is about to be struck. 

It is fair to add that, by the testimony of Romish missionaries in all 
directions, the Government is doing its best to prevent any collision 
with Christians. Three-fourths of the Romish missionaries in China, 
in all, between 400 and 500 persons, are French ; and Romanism io the 
mouths of non-Christian Chinese, is as popularly termed the religion of 
the French as the religion of the Lord of Heaven. 

A dread of Romish ascendancy, as I have more than once reported, 
T have heard very frequently allowed; and the fear that the ranks of 
the Romanists, recruited by all who wish to set their own Government 
at nought, will presently outnumber the well-affected, or that the 
Romish community, without attaining such proportions, will throw 
itself for support upon the French, although it is not avowed in the 
Memorandun,, is, in my belief, the suggesting cause of its production.

The Minister for Foreign Affairs has received the note which his 
Excellency the English Ambassador did him the honour to address to 
him on the 18th instant, and which was accompanied by a draft 
destined to inform Mr. Wade of the opinion of the Cabinet of London 
on the subject of the Chinese Memorandum on the exercise of religion 
in China. 

It was of special interest, in the opinion of the French Government, 
that the Powers represented at Peking should be unanimous in repelling 
the attempt of the Chinese Government to free itself from the enguge- 
ments which it bas contracted by seeking in pretended abuses justifica- 
tion for new regulations. The French Government, in this respect, 
congratulate themselves at the sense in which the Cabinet of London 
propose to reply to the Chinese Memorandum, and understand perfectly 
that the different nature of the clauses inserted in the Treaties with 
regard to the position of the Catholic or Protestant missionaries has 
led the Cabinet of London to consider a separate answer from each of 
the Powers to the document emanating from the Chinese Ministers as 
preferable to collective action. -

81n,—The delay in answering your No. 56 has not been caused by a 
disposition to disapprove of your reply to the Foreign-office note on the 

subject of missions. On the contrary, the President regards it as wise 
and judicious. 

Two versions of these regulations have found their way to the Depart- 
ment—the translation enclosed in your No. 56, and a translation, ap- 
ai made from a French version, presented to the Houses of Par- 

jiament in Great Britain, in June or July last, and printed in the British 
Blue-book entitled ‘‘ China, No. 3, 1871.”” These versions differ widely 
in form and expression, and, to some extent, in sense. 

The version presented to Parliament has been or will be made the sub- 
ject of instructions from Her Majesty’s Government to Mr. Wade. A 
copy of these proposed instructions was communicated to this Depart- 
ment by Her Majesty’s Chargé at Washington in August last. A copy 
is herewith inclosed, and also a copy of the version to which they relate. 

The most material variance between the two versions is in the desig- 
nation of the missionaries against whom the Chinese Foreign-office com- 
plain. Your version limits the complaints to missionaries of the Roman 
Church. The British translation, following the French version, 
represents the complaints against “‘ Christians.” For instance, the 
British version renders the beginning of the first article or rule as 
follows :—‘‘ The Christians, when they iound an orphanage, give no 
notice to the authorities, and appear to act with mystery.” Your 
translation of the same sentence reads, ‘‘The establishment of asylums 
for training up children by the Romanists has hitherto not been reported 
to the authorities, and, as these institutions are carefully kept private,” 
&e., &c. From the English version of the accompanying note from the 
Yamén, it is evident that the Chinese Foreign-office recognises that 
there are in China Christian missionaries of different faiths ; for they say 
that ‘‘the people in general, unaware of the difference which exists 
between Protestantism and Catholicism, confound these two religions 
under this latter denomination.” Your version is to the same effect. 

Under these circumstances it may be well to re-examine the original, 
and ascertain which version is correct. Both, however, agree in the 
statement that the Government of China is apprehensive of a popular 
outbreak which muy endanger the peace of the country and its relations 
with the United States and the European Powers, and that therefore it 
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has determined te submit to the representatives of the foreign Powers a 
plan for regulating the condition of Christians in China. Your prompt 
and able answer to these propositions leaves little to be sald by the 
Department. 

The rights of citizens of the United States in China are well defined 
by Treaty. So long as they attend peaceably to their affairs they are to 
be placed on a common footing of amity and good-will with subjects of 
China, and are to receive and enjoy for themselves, and everything ap- 
pertaining to them, protection and defence from all insalts and injuries. 
They have the right to reside at any of the ports open to foreign com- 
meree, to rent houses and places of business, or to build such upon 
sites which they have the right to hire. They have secured to them the 
right to build churches and cemeteries, and they may teach or worshi 
in those churches without being harassed, persecuted, interfered with, 
or molested. These are some of the rights which are expressly and in 
terms granted to the United States, for their citizens, by the Treaty of 
1858. If I rightly apprehend the spirit of the note of the Foreign-office, 
and of the regulations which accompany it, there is, to state it in the 
least objectionable form, an apprehension in the Yamen that it may 
become necessary to curtail some of these rights, in consequence of the 
alleged conduct of French missionaries. This idea cannot be entertained 
for one moment by the United States. 

The President will see with deep regret any attempt to place a foreign 
ecclesiastic, as such, on a different footing from other foreigners residing 
in China. It is a fandamental principle in the United States that all 
persons, of every sect, faith, or race, are equal befure the law. They 
make no distinction in favour of any ecclesiastical organisation. Prelates, 
priests, and ministers, can claim equal protection here, aud enjoy equal 
rank in the eye of the civil law. The United States asks no more in 
China than they confer at home. Should the peace of the Empire be 


disturbed by efforts from any quarter to induce or compel the Govern- 


ment to confer unusual civil rights on foreign ecclesiastics, you will 
mako it plain that the United States have no sympathy with such a 
movement, and regard it as outside of the Treaty rights which have 
been conferred upon the Western nations. Should these demands, how- 


ever, be complied with, this Government will then consider whether, 
under the Thirtieth Article of the Treaty of 1858, a similar right will 
not at once inure to the benefit of all the public officers, merchants, 
and citizens of the United States.

He particularly desires it to be understood that the 
profession of the Christian faith is not regarded by the officers of the 
United States as a protection against punishment forcrime. Ecclesias- 
tical asylums for criminals have never existed in this country, nor will 
they be planted eleewhere through its agency. 

This Government has studiously and stedfastly observed its Treaty 
engagements with China. The policy of the President and of hie

2 to you. The President has no reason to change that policy. On the 


contrary, the events which have occurred since that despatch was 
written have the more convinced him of its justice. We stand upon 
our Treaty rights; we ask no more, we expect no les; if other 
nations demand more, if they advance pretensions inconsistent 
with the dignity of China as an independent Power, we are no 
parties to such acts. Our influence, so far as it may be legitimately and 
peacefully exerted, will be used to prevent such demands or preten- 
sions, should there be serious reason to apprehend that they will be put 
forth, We feel that the Government of the Emperor is actuated by 
friendly feelings towards the United States. We recognise the exist- 
ence, to a limited extent, of the popular feeling and danger of outbreak 
which are set forth in the note of the Foreign-office. As faras we can, 
consistently with the duty which the Government owes to those who 
have the right to claim its protection, we desire to aid the Government 
of the Emperor in calming that feeling and in preventing such out- 
break. 

Should other nations seek our advice, or counsel with us on this sub- 
ject, we shall not fail to urge these views. But in order to urge them 
with success we must be in a position to say that the Chinese Govern- 
ment is able and anxious to perform all its international duties, whether 
founded upon Treaty or on well-settled principles of public law. We 
could speak with still greater force if we could give an assurance that it 
is disposed to enlarge its intercourse with the West, and to revise its 
Treaties in that spirit. The guarantees for peace lie in this direction 
rather than in the revival of a restrictive policy. 

With these general priuciples stated, it is not necessary to refer in 
detail to the note of the Foreign-office, or to the rules. Your reply to 
them has anticipated much that I should have otherwise said. I 
content myself with saying that as no complaint is made against the 
American missionaries, 80 there is no necessity to make such rules for 
their observance. : 

A copy of these instructions will be seat to the various Treaty Powers.

THE COOLIE QUESTION IN PARLIAMENT. 

Tue debate on this subject—to which we have so often 
drawn attention as one affecting our interests in more places 
than those which seem immediately concerned, as well as in- 
volving the national honour in every place where the odious 
traffic is carried on—in the House of Commons, on the 16th, 
was singularly barren, if not altogether unpromising. Scarcely 
a paar rose without parading, somewhat ostentatiously, 
hig ignorance of, or want of sympathy with, the question. 
Mr, R. N. Fowner’s opening speech was a very tame affair, 
and Mr. Huauess, as seconder, fell as far short of “Tom 
Brown ” as Mr. Fowxar did of “ Ginx’s Baby”—the author 
of which trifle he most superfluonsly dragged into the dis- 
cussion, Mr. Eastwick followed in worse taste than either 
of his predecessors, inquiring with surpassing audacity, “ why 
“this country should be so Quixotic as to interfere in mat- 
“ters that did not concern her directly’—though he * did 
not deny the horrors of the traffic.” Mr. McArraur and 
Sir Cuartes W1nGFIELD having followed with short addresses 
which might have been omitted from the debate without any 
disadvantage to its interest, Lord Enrrenp made a lengthy 
speech, which might not have been out of place in ENFIELD’s 
“Speaker,” but which was unquestionably far behind 
the spirit of the present House of Commons, Sir 
CO. ADDERLEY was more brief, but quite ag aimless, in the 
next speech ; and Mr. Grupin, who never loses an oppor- 
tunity of speaking on any subject with which he is 
unacquainted, uttered some of the platitudes which find 
favour in Northampton. To crown the whole, Mr. Under- 
Secretary KnaTcHBULL-HucesseEn frankly stated that “if he 
“ had expected that Hong Kong would so much referred 
“to ha would have prepared himself with more exact 
“ information,” and proceeded to treat the Senate with some 
information which we may presume was inexact. And so 
the debate ended ; and, for any practical purpose—putting 
aside for the time the unquestionably good intentions of the 
mover and seconder—it had better not have been brought 
forward at all than conducted to so sorry an end.

THE SINGAPORE JUDGESHIP SCANDAL. 

Qur readers can scarcely have forgotten the very peculiar 
eiroumstances under which, in the absence of the Chief Jus- 
tice, the Senior Magistrate, Mr. OWEN, was temporarily ap- 

ointed Judge of the Supreme Court of Singapore, and as 
suddenly removed because it was alleged that he had refused 
te accept the order of Government as to the hearing or non- 
hearing of a certain suit. Into the merits of this question 
we have no occasion to re-enter now. We give below an 
official despatch from the Earl of Kisserzey on the subject, 
which fully corroborates the view we originally took of the 
eiroumstances. As our readers will perceive, Lord Kimnzr- 
has written to Mr. Owen’s brother to say that he has 
‘no reason to believe that Mr. OwEn either neglected or 
evaded his duties.” In his official despatch on the case, Lord 
KIMBERLEY says also :—‘ I must further express my opinion 
-“ that a good deal of not strictly relevant matter has been 
introduced into this case by the Colonial Secretary,” who 
seems to have gone afield in search of dirt to throw on an 
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notice of aspersions which it has pronounced unfounded and 
irrelevant, yet at the same time it failed to rebut, it must 
not expect a high standard of character or bearing in the 
officers of its service, The official despatch to which we 
bave referred was addressed to the Governor of the Straits 
Settlements, and ran as follows :— 


I have received your despatch No. 166 of the 11th July, containing a 
letter addressed to me by Mr, Charles Owen on the subject of his tem- 
porary appointment ag judge, and enclosing various other papers with 
reference to the same. The subsequent death of Mr. Owen, which I 
have learnt with great regret, renders it unnecessary for me to go so 
fully into the case thus brought under my notice, as I should otherwise 
have felt called upon to do. Looking, however, to the possibility of 
similar appointments being made in the future, I am bound to observe 
that you had no legal power under the Ordinance No. V. of 1868 to 
limit the powers of the person appointed to act as temporary judge. 

Mr, Owen unquestionably had the full powers of a Judge to deal with 
all cases that were brought before him; and, subject to any special 
reasons for adjourning the trial of such cases, or for reserving them for 
Sir William Hackett, he was bound to deal with them in the ordinary 
manner 80 long as he continued to hold the office, 

It is to be regretted that there was any misunderstanding between 
Mr. Owen and Mr. Birch as to the nature of the duties which the tem- 
porary Judge would have to perform; but it seems to me that the 
apparent discrepancy of evidence upon this point may be explained 
without much difficulty. Mr. Birch probably expected that the duties 
of Mr. Owen would be confined to dealing with a certain class of work, 
and intended, though he had no legal right t6 do so, to make Mr. Owen’s 
appointment to the office conditional upon his confining himself to that 
work ; Mr, Owen, on the other hand, did not understand that any con- 
dition of this kind was imposed, though he may have supposed, after 
Mr. Birch’s explanation, in answer to the doubt expressed whether the 
work would not be too onerous, that the work he would practically be 
called upon to perform would be of this lighter nature. 

I must farther express my opinion that a good deal of not strictly 
relevant matter has been introduced into this case by the Colonial 
Secretary, but I shall submit to the Board of Trade the papers relating 
to the inquiries into the loss of the Amazon and Clarendon, and request 
their opinion as to the proper mode of transmitting the depositions taken 
in similar inquiries.” 





Rear-ADMIRAL GARNAULT has been appointed to the 
command of the French naval division in the waters of 
China and Japan, vice Rear-Admiral GizoLMe, whose term 
of service has expired. The new commander will hoist his 
flag on board the ironclad corvette elliqueuse, which is 
being prepared for sea at Toulon, and which will replace 
the ironclad A/ma, uow on the China station, but which 
has been ordered home. 





A new line of P. and O. steamers between Southampton 
and Bombay, to be despatched at regular intervals via the 
Suez Canal, will commence running towards the close of the 
current year. 


In another column will be found the official text of the 
Treaty concluded with the Dutch Government with refer- 
ence to the island of Sumatra.

TRADE BETWEEN FRANCE AND CHINA. 

The annual returns just issued by the French Board of Cus- 
toms exhibit the trade between France and the Far East in 1871, 
compared with the preceding year. To form, however, a fair es- 
timate it is also necessary to include the year 1869, which was free 
from the disturbing elements of war and revolution, from which 
the last two years favs suffered. The importations of silkworms’ 
eggs, which had risen from 4,064 kilos. in 1869 to the enor- 
mous quantity of 87,500 in 1870, ceased almost entirely last 
year, having fallen to 400 kilos. only. On the other hand, 
the importations from Japan show exactly opposite results. 
The eggs sent from that country, set down at 88,853 
kilos. in 1869, appear to have been discontinued in 1870, 
as none are registered ; if any exportations of eggs were made the 
quantity must have been so insignificant as not to be worth 
classification, in which case they would be comprised under the 
heading “other countries.” In 1871, however, when the impor- 
tations from China had descended to 400 kilos., those from Japan 
had again increased to 98,600 kilos., or nearly 10,000 more than 
in 1869. The above figures represent the entire imports, a large 
portion of which were re-exported to other silk-producing coun- 
tries, the principal of which is Italy ; thus the total importations 
from all countries amount in 1869 to 107,184 kilos., of which 
85,567 only were retained for home consumption ; in 1870, when 
the general imports were almost unvaried, amounting to 106,900 
kilos., the quantity taken for home cultivation was only 67,900, or 
a diminution of 18,000 kilos. ; last year, however, with the return 
of peace the trade revived, and of 122,900 kilos. received in 
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France, 106,900 wero employed at home. This trade with the 
Far East has increased during the last ten years in extraordinary 
proportions. The largest importations of silkworms’ eggs were pre- 
viously from Turkey, which country then sent from 30,000 to 40,000 
kilos. to France every year. The first importation from Ja 
dates from the year 1864, when 448 kilos. were received, and in 
the following year the trade had increased to 56,899 kilos. From 
China 227 kilos. were imported in 1863, 1,027 in 1864, and 19,166 
in 1865. At present four-fifths of the total importations are from 
those two countries. 

The importations of cocoons from China amounted to 59,780 
kilos. ip 1869, 56,100 in 1870, and 75,100 in 1871, all taken for 
home consumption. No return is given for Japan beyond what 
may be comprised under the genera] heading of “other coun- 
tries.” Even from China the trade had until the last seven 
or eight years been of o very intermittent nature. Thus in 1858 
the value of the imports of cocoons had amounted to 324,000f., 
during the five following years they had almost entirely ceased, 
the total value ping. the whole of that period not having 
amounted to 80,000f. From 1864, however, there was a revival, 
the trade in that year amounted to 261,100f,, in 1865 to 355,235f., 
and in 1866 to 1,313,224f. which is about the present average. 

The trade in raw silk from China was 681,122 kilos. in 1869, 
800,500 kilos. in 1870, and 377,500 kilos. in 1871, the proportion 
taken for home consumption in the three years being respectively 
509,898 kilos., 585,600 kilos., and 308,100 kilos. Ten years ago, 
in 1862, the imports amounted to only 4,728 kilos., but the follow- 
ing year they sprung to 318,643 kilos. and have since steadily 
increased. 

The direct importations of tea were 238,996 kilos. in 1869, 
287,070 kilos. in 1870, and 285,043 in 1871 ; from England in the 
game years 197,971 kilos. 175,161 kilos., and 163,911 kilos. ; 
and from other countries 81,078 kilos., 41,513 kilos., and 40,781 
kilos. Of the total of 518,045 kilos. imported in 1869, 317,760 
kilos. were entered for home consumption ; of 503,734 kilos. in 
1870, 419,063 kilos. were taken for home use ; and of 489,735 in 
1871, 279,786 kilos. 

The consumption of tea in France, although it has doubled 
within the last twenty years, is still quite insignificant, that 
beverage being little used, except medicinally or as an article of 
luxury. The average consumption of the last three years was 
but 338,000 kilos., or about three ounces per head of the populs- 
tion, while in England it exceeds four pounds per head. 

The importations of porcelain ware, which may also be con- 
sidered as an article of luxury, havealso suffered from the war, and 
the pecuniary embarrassments it has caused. From 1,293,363 
kilos. in 1869 they fell to 25,003 kilos. only last year. This dimi- 
nution of trade has naturally led to an entire cessation of the 
exportations of silver, which in 1869 had amounted to 570,000 
ounces. 


MR. MEDHURST ON CHINA. 
The effort recently made by Mr. Herbert Laurance to implant 


among the British public some knowledge of the manners and 
customs of the Chinege people, has been followed up by Mr. Med- 
horst, Her Majesty's Consul at Shanghai, who delivered a lecture 
on Thursday, at Streatham, taking as his text “ The Foreigner in 
Far Qathay,” and wo are glad to be enabled to state found a 
numerous and an appreciative audience. , 


In commencing his address Mr. Medhurst—being, doubtless, fully 
aware that his auditors knew little or nothing of the subject before them 
—drew a brief, but at the same time comprehensive, sketch of the first 
acquaintance of European nations with the “‘ Flowery Land,” and of the 
various circumstances which in the end led to the establishment of our 
existing relations with the Chinese Empire; and he concluded his pre- 
liminary remarks by expressing his opinion that the leaders of all the 
several expeditions which it has been from time to time found necessary 
to organise in protection of our intcrests in China have fallen into the 
same error, namely, of withdrawing the pressure upon the Chinose Go- 
vernment at the moment when complete success had crowned our 
military operations under the influence of pledges which, the pressure 
once removed, were no longer respected. The bases of tho mistake 
consisted in placing the Chinese Government on an equality with the 
more civilised Western nations, and in believing that it would hold 
sacred promises made under the influence of a successful foreign in- 
vasion. The great point which should have been insiated ou was per- 
sonal uccess to the Emperor, and this, he believed, would yet have to 
be achieved at the cost of further bloodshed. 

Passing an to the immediate subject of the lecture, Mr, Medhurat 
drew a graphic description of life and manners in the Foreign Settle- 
ments in China. Taking Shanghai as the ‘‘ model Settlement,” he said 
that the English merchants there differed but little in their social cha- 
racteristice from their prototypes at home ; aud that, as regards muni- 
cipal arrangements and public and residential buildings, Shanghai 
could favourably compare with like establishments here. The com- 
munity might be divided into two sections, the mercantile and the 
missionary. Allyding to the remarks passed at various periods by the 
press upon the Opium trade, he ch aracterised that pursuit as a ‘‘ politi- 
cal necessity,” and repudiated the assertion that British merchants had 
been tho only persons concerned in the introduction of the drug. In de- 
scribing the daily routine of domestic life, he put in a word of praise for 
the Chinere servant whom he distinguished as being trustworthy, willing, 
and competent. Glancing at the peculiar dialect termed “pidgin English, 
he considered that the foreign merchants would greatly benefit by the 
sequiremont of a colloquial knowledge of the Chinese language, whieh 
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would enable them to communicate 
and thus tend to the suppression of that bete noir, the Chinese “ middle- 
man” or broker. Passing on from the mercantile to the missionary 
element of the foreign population, he acknowledged our indebtednesg 
to the Roman Catholic missionaries as being the pioneers of the intro- 
duction of foreigners into the country. He, however, regretted that 
the French,Government had made the toleration of Christianity a 
special clause of a treaty. This, he said, had led to the Catholic mig- 
sionaries meddling in political matters, in endeavouring to sever the 
allegiance of their converts from their native Government, thus bringing 
the Christian religion into bad repute, and paving the way for the 
terrible massacres (such as that at Tientsin) which had shocked the 
civilised world. The Protestant missionaries, although at times guilty 
of indiscretions, compared favourably in this respect with their Catholic 
confreres. The comparative failure of Protestant missionary enterprise 
was attributable to several causes, among which he would specify the 
obtrusion of denominational differences, and the erection of pretentious ec- 
clesiastical edifices, which had the effect of exciting the jealousy of the Chi- . 
nese priesthood. He would add that the more frequent adoption of native | 
costume, and a more persistent mixing in the society of the natives than at 
present obtained would enable the missionaries to exercise a greater in- 
fluence than they now possess among those they seek to convert. The 
lecturer went on to say that the opposition to foreigners displayed by 
the Mandarins was not based upon religious grounds, but arose from the 
fear that the introduction of railways, telegraphs, and other modern im-— 
provements would, by enlightening the people, weaken their authority 
and gradually undermine their influence. He protested against any 
concession of our Treaty Rights, believing that they should rather be 
oxtended than lessened in any respect. With regard to the Consular 
Service—-to which as concerning himself personally he alluded as briefly 
as possible—he considered the British Consuls as a body hardworking, 
zealous, and efficient in carrying out what were often very difficulé 
duties. They had been accused of being too ready to call for the assist. 
ance of the naval force, but he believed that all those who had had per- 
sonal experience of China would acknowledge that such aid had never 
been claimed except when absolutely necessary. 

Passing from his sketch of foreign life in China, Mr. Medhurst made 
a few observations upon the Chinese themselves, whom he described as 
by no means so bad as they had been represented. The stories told of 
the prevalence of infanticide, although based upon gome foundation of 
fact, had been greatly exaggerated. The crime was in reality contrary 
to the Chinese character, in which love for children was an universal 
feature. The generally credited report that the Chinese were, without 
scarcely an exception, opium smokers must also be received cum grano 
salis. We acknowledged that the houses specially set apart for the in- 
dulgence of the habit referred to were lamentably numerous ; still every 
country possessed some popular vice, and he believed that opium smoking 
prevails to no greater extent in China than does drunkenness among 
many nations of Europe. The production of native opium was rapidly 
extending, but its quality was far inferior to the Indian growth, and, 
consequently, its cffects were less pleasurable. This, he hoped, would 
in same degree check the vice. Contrary to.the generally received opi- 
nion, the Chinese were extremely fastidious in their food, and Mr. Med- 
hurst could assure his hearers that neither cats nor dogs were esteemed 
as luxuries, as had been often stated. He had himeelf partaken of a soup 
composed chiefly of the celebrated edible birds’-nests, which was su- - 
perior to any soup known to English cooks, turtle only excepted. Tha 
lecturer went on to describe the manners and custome of the Celestials ; 
their marriage ceremonies and general social etiquette illustrated by anec« 
dotes, and the exhibition of several “curios” collected during his residence 
in China, He alluded to the singular fact that in a country in which 
iterature had been universally known from time immemorial, po 
lewspaper press existed, and he believed that the introduction of 9 
nroperly conducted native journal would exercise a most enlightening 
effect, and conduce jn a great degree to raise foreign prestige in the 
country. 

Concluding his lecture with a few remarks upon the present position 
of affairs in China Mr. Medhurst stated his belief that the presence of 
foreigners in that country had hitherto exercised no good effect. Mis- 
sionary labour had produced but barren results, and the Chinese abso- 
lutely declined to take advantage of the improvements placed within 
their reach and offered for their adoption ; this was attributable to the 
general apathy of the Chinese character. An apt illustration of this 
was afforded by the conduct of Chung How, who during his visit to 
this country and to France had had the opportunity of inspecting the 
most wonderful inventions which European civilisation is able to proe 


rsonally with the native dealers, 


duce, but had not expressed, nor apparently felt, the slightest desire for 


their introduction into his own country. Notwithstanding this want of 
appreciation China must eventually make some progress, and this must 
be brought about by the extension of foreign influence, not suddenly or 
violently, but gradually. With this expression of opinion;Mr. Medhurst 
brought a most interesting lecture—of which the limits of our space 
prevent us from giving more than the present brief report—to a close, 


THE SUMATRA TREATY. 

We received on Sarurday last from the Foreign-office the 
subjoined communication, giving the official text of the Oonven- 
tion between Her ‘Majesty and the King of the Netherlands for 
the settlement of their mutual relationsin the Island of Sumatra, 
of which the ratifications were exchanged at the Hague on the 
17th inst. :— Geet Britain 

Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Brits 
and Testand and His Majesty the King of i Netherlands, being 
desirous to consolidate more and more, in the spirit of the Treaty 
the 17th of March, 1824, the friendship between the two countries, and 
consequently also to remove all occasion of misunderstanding in their 
mutual relations on the Island of Sumatra, have agreed to conclude a 
Convention for that pepo and their Plenipotentiaries have agreed 
upon and concluded the following articles :-— 7 
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Axrioze I. 

Her Britannic Majesty desists from all objections against the 
extension of the Netherland dominion in any of the Island of 
Sumatra, and consequently from the reserve in that ect contained 
in the notes exchanged by the Netherland and British Plenipoten- 
tiaries at the conclusion of the Treaty of the 17th of March, 1824. 

Agtiote IT. 

His Majeaty the King of the Netherlands declares that, in the 
kingdom of Siak Srie Indrapoora and its dependencies, as it is defined 
in the compact concluded by the Netherland Indian Government with 
that kingdom on the Ist of February, 1858, the trade of British sub- 
jects and the British navigation shall continue to enjoy all the rights 
and advantages that are or msy be granted there to the trade of 
Netherland subjects and to the Netherland navigation ; and, further, 
that the same assimilation shall be granted to the trade of British 
subjects and to the British navigation in any other native State of the 
Island of Sumatra that may hereafter become dependent on the 
Crown of the Netherlands, provided always that British subjects con- 
form themselves to the laws and regulations of the Netherland Go- 
vernment. 

Agriore III. 

The stipulations of the pretne Article shall not interfere with 
the distinction established by the Netherland-Indian laws and regu- 
lations between jndividuals of Western and individuals of Eastern 
extraction, nor with the application ef the stipulations of the Conven- 
tion of the 27th of March, 1851. 


Azticty IV. 

The present Convention shall be ratified as soon as possible, and 
shall remain without force or effect until it has received, as far as 
shall be required, the approval of the States General. In witness 
whereof the respective Plenipotentiaries have signed the same, and 
have affixed thereto the seal of their arms. 


THE NEW BILL OF LADING—MEETING OF 


UNDERWRITERS. 

A meeting of underwriters was held at Lloyd's on the 21st inst., to 
consider the question of the new Bill of Lading for the Eastern Trade 
as it may affect insurance on goods. 

Mr. F. B. B. Natusch, the chairman, read the notice convening the 
meeting. He explained that the meeting had been occasioned by a cir- 
cular addressed, by Mr. Macandrew, to merchants and others interested 
in the Eastern trade, recommending them to insert in the policy of in- 
surance a clause which would cover all the risks taken upon himself by 
the merchant under the new Eastern Trade Billof Lading. The clause 
ia this Bill of Lading which he considered objectionable was that which 
exonerated the shipowner from loss arising through the neglect or de- 
fault of the pilot, master, or crew. This clause relieved the shipowner 
of the anxiety he now very properly felt to put in command of his 
ship a careful captain. 

Mr. R. J. Lodge, after expressing the importance he attached to this 
matter, said that it would be well to keep in view the fact—though no 
doubt it was but a truism—that the shipowner and the shipper had an 
undoubted right to come to any agreement whatsoever, and it would 
be impertinent on the part of the underwriter to offer any observation 
on it, supposing it were simply an agreement between the shipowner 
and the shipper. But when this had been done, as he was almost 
afraid that this had been done, relying in some sort on the acquiescence 
of the underwriter, the underwriter could no longer remain silent, and 
it became their duty to face the thing in all its bearings. He thought 
that in coming to this agreement both parties had all along had an eye 
on the underwriter as the most convenient person to take upon 
himeelf these rieks, which belonged legally to the shipowner. It 
was for the underwriter to say whether this should be done. He 
thought that a merchant ronning his own risk would not have 
made such an agreement; but the fact of the insurance by the 
merchant had no necessary connection with the shipowner, who was 
not entitled to any benefit from that insurance of the merchant. He 
thonght they had already been paying for some time past liabilities 
properly gee to the shipowner, and the interests of shipowners, 

e thought. would have been to leave the underwriters alone. There 
were owners who took a pride in the way in which their ships were 
navigated, and the state in which the goods were delivered, and if 
this alteration were made these great shipowners would be degraded 
down to the lowest level. He thought the proposed alteration would 
be fraught with mischief and trouble to them all. 

Mr. Mackintosh moved, “That this meeting, having considered 
the Eastern Trade Bill of Lading, and a proposal from a committee of 
merchant shippers to attach it to, or to import certain of its condi- 
tions into the marine policy of insurance, hereby nominates the follow- 
ing gentlemen s committee to consider this proposal, and to ascertain, 
as far as may be, its precise bearing on the position of the under- 
writer, and, if need be, to take the opinion of counsel thereon, and to 
report thereon generally to a further meeting of underwriters, to be 
summoned by them for that purpose.” This was seconded by Mr. 


n. 

The resolution was then put and carried, and the following gentlo- 
men were appointed on the committee :—Moesars. Tozer, Leathley, 
Mackintosh, mn, and Natusch. 








THE PRESS ON THE COOLIE QUESTION. 

The Times says that any one who will be at the pains of searching 
out such misdeeds as these, and forcing them on the attention of ci- 
vilised Governments, performs as great a service to humanity as can 
fall to the lot of a private person in our day. The attention of the 
public has been called to this subject by the murder of Bishop Patte- 
son. It hag been shown that in the reign of Queen Victoria, forty 
years after slavery bas been abolished throughout the Empire, it is 
Possible for the simple jslanders of the Pacific to be drugged, kid- 
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napped, and carried off by British subjects in British vessels for ser- 
vice in a British Colony. ‘‘ Emigration,” ‘ re waaay “ hiring 
for a term of years,” and other fine names may be given to the process 
by which the rich fields of Queensland were to be supplied with 
labour; but no one now doubts that the thing was a slave trade, 
and notbing elze. What is called the Chinese Coolie Traffic is 
beset by malpractices of the same nature, which, if suffered to 
continue, may produce evils of far greater magnitnde. One of 
the most extraordinary phenomena of the present age is the en- 
trance of the Chinese people into the Jabour market of the world. 
Such a movement as this is worth encouraging and protecting merely 
as a matter of policy, and putting humanity ont of the question. But 
nothing is more certain than that a traffic in the transport and the 
hiring out of labourers in a distant country is apt to induce horrible 
abuses unless it be strictly watched. Whether in Pera or Cuba, the 
condition of the immigrants differs in no respect from that of slaves. 
‘* Every year thousands of Chinese are kidnapped or induced under 
false pretences to leave their country, many of them die on the voyage, 
others destroy themselves, while the scattling and burning of the ves- 
sels in which they are conveyed show that they are not willing emi- 
grants.” These are the circumstances under which an appeal is made 
to the British Government and the House of Commons. The Coolie 
Slave Trade, as it may truly be called, is carried on at certain known 
points of the Chinese coast. The Portuguese at Macao appear to be 
among the chief offenders. Lord Enfield assures us that Her Majeaty’s 
Government have several times remonstrated at Lisbon, but to no 

arpose. If it be so, we cannot but think the remonstrance must 

ve been not very zealous and not very impassioned. 

The Pall Mall Gazette says the ‘‘ reply” of the two Under-Secre- 
taries (sic), each for his own department, the Foreign and the Colonial, 
afforded an example, only too common in these days, of a Govern- 
ment under representative institutions admitting the existence of a 
crying evil ag well as a scandal, and yet putting off all responsibility 
for inaction. Mr. Eastwick, in the true spirit of the non-intervention 
policy, asked why this country was to be so Quixotic as to interfere 
in matters that did not directly concern her? This is to descend 
rather low in the scale of motives for a justification of indifference 
to the perpetration of a great wrong. But under the existing 
rule the supply to the labour market is checked. Give a China- 
man a fair prospect of saving money and returning within some 
definite and reasonable period to his own land, and he will 
go to the ends of the world of his own free will. The problem 
to be solved is doubtless not without its difficulties—real and 
practical difficulties—but they are so far from insurmountable that 
a short time would suffice, if not to apply a radical remedy to all 
the abuses of the existing system, at any rate to diminish the evil 
greatly, and prepare the way for a speedy termination of anything 
approaching to a mere slave traffic. ‘The first step would seem clearly 
to be the prohibition by law of all shipment of coolies under contract 
from the Chinese coasts, including Macao, in British ships. The next 
atep would be to devise a system of emigration which might afford a 
more sufficient safeguard against the employment of deception or force 
in the shipment of coolies willing to seek more distant labour- 
markets. 

The Daily News, after a rambling reference to Goldsmith's “‘ Citizen 
of the World,” appears to agree with Mr. Hughes when he urged that 
the system of licensing, and deriving a revenue from the infamous 
gaming-houses, makes us accomplices in the perpetration of all evils 
which arise from their existence. Some things, of course, this coun- 
try and the United States can do by virtue of their own authority to 
stop this odious traffic; but there isa great deal which can only be 
accomplished by remonstrance and moral pressure. One good re- 
sult which came directly from the debate was that it elicited a 
strong declaration of opinion, not merely from Mr. Hughes and Mr. 
Gilpin, but likewise from the representatives of the Colonial-office, 
against gambling-house licensing in Hong Kong. 





Konetary and Commercial, 


The tenders for £600,000 in bills on India were received on the 
21st inst. at the Bank of England. The amounts allotted were— 
To Calcutta, £415,000; to Bombay, £185,000. The minimum 
price was fixed, as before, at 1s. 11d. on all the Presidencies. 
Tenders on Calcutta and Madras at 1s. 114d. will receive about 58 
per cent., and on Bombay at that price in full. These results ex- 
hibit a diminution in the demand for the means of remittance to 
the East. : 

The report of the Indo-European Telegraph Company for 
1871 has been issued. The receipts during the year were 
£49,030 13s. 1d., against £26,268 1s. 3d. in 1870, and the expen- 
diture was £43,746 17s. 7d. The company have secured from the 
German Government a prolongation of their concession for ten 
years, and negotiations are in progress with the other Govern- 
ments for similar privileges. A disputed point with the Post- 
office relative to a sum of £12,000 has been submitted to arbi- 
tration. : 

The report of the Anglo-Italian Bank, announces that, owing 
to the old losses at Naples having exceeded by £40,000 the sum 
anticipated, no dividend can be recommended. The directors of 
the Commercial Union Assurance Company recommend a dividend 
of £10 per cent., free of income tax—making with an interim divi- 
end paid last September, £12} percent. for the year.
